Noted Inventor Finds Substitute 
for Coal. 


A GOOD THING FOR THE POOR.

The aged Daniel Drawhaugh, whose 
litigations in the federal courts many 
years ago 
against 
Alexander Bell 
made him k nown as m e prior invent­ 
or of the telephone, notwithstanding 
B eirs gaining the patent suits on tech- 
nlcalities, and who has been turning 
out many inventions at Eberly’s Mills 
in rapid succession 
for 
the

twenty*five years, has announced that, 
with the aid of Doctor B. E. Gamble, 
he has discovered a practical fuel to 
tak e the place of coal, says a Carlisle, 
Pa. dispatch. 
This new fuel is being manufactur­ 
ed now at Bowmansdale, 
east 
of 
Carlisle, under a secret process. 
It 
is composed of chemicals and fibrous 
m atter, and weighs only half as much 
a s coa L 
The new fuel will be made in dif­ 
ferent sized molds. 
Tests made yes­ 
terday with the new fuel shows that 
it does not clink er, burns to a fine 
ash, emits little gas and burns freely, 
gives off more heat than coal and lasts 
longer. 
This artificial product will probably 
cost about <me-half as much as coal.

The capital of the con­ 
cern is $1,500,000 gold, and men iden­ 
tified with the Union Trust company , 
of Albany , N. Y., and the Hanover Na­ 
tional bank, of New York city , are in­ 
terested in it.

The southern limit of the Cerro 
Grande tract is fifteen

STUDYING BIRD SONGS. 


Notes of Birds Nc More Innat© Than 
the Language of Man. 


Many y ears ago the Hon. Daines 
Barrington, correspondent 
o f White 
of Selb ourne, tried some experiments 
as to how y oung b irds learn to sing, 
say s the London Glob e. He concluded 
from these 
that the characteristic 
song is no more innate than language 
is in man. 
Barrington reared y oung 
linnets under various foster-parents, 
such as sky larks, woodlarks and tit­ 
larks, and they all learned to sing the 
eongs of these foster-parents instead 
of their own. 
One of 
them reared 
under a titlark, was afterw’ard hung 
fo r three months in company with lin* 
netsr-singing their own song, and y et 
retained the song of its foster-parent. 
Another of Barrington’s linnets learn­ 
ed the song of the African vengolina. 
A much more recent set of experi­ 
ments seems to confirm Barrington’s 
view that the 
song 
is no t innate, 
though in a different 
way . Dr. Sco tt, 
of Princeton university experimented 
with Baltimore orioles.
